Annual Town Meeting 


March 7, 1972 


Town meeting was called to order at 8:00 in the afternoon in the 
Moultonboro Central Auditorium by Moderator Frank McIntire who read 
the Warrant. Balloting proceeded immediately, ballot resulting as 
follows: 


ARTICLE 1 Whole number of votes cast 626

The officers having been declared elected took the Oath of Office, as 
prescribed by Law. 


ARTICLE 2 Ona motion of Richard Vappi, 2nd by Murray Nickerson 
voted to raise and appropriate to repair Highways and Bridges in said 
Town the sum of $90,000.00 


ARTICLE 3 Ona motion of Lauris Avery, 2nd by Leonard Mallard voted 
to raise and appropriate for Town Road Aid the sum of $1,059.49. 
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ARTICLE 4 Ona motion of Lawrence Porter, 2nd by Fred Snow voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of Taxes for 
the current year maintenance and operation expenses, and that the 
Selectmen be authorized to issue notes therefore which notes are to be 
paid out of the tax receipts of the current year as provided by the 
provisions of Acts of 1953, Chapter 258 and any amendments there to. 


ARTICLE 5 Ona motion of Howard Morris, 2nd by George Miller voted 
to allow a two per-cent discount on Taxes paid in full up to 15 days after 
the issue of the tax bills by the Collector. 


ARTICLE 6 Ona motion of Leonard Smart, 2nd by Fred Snow voted to 
raise and appropriate 


for the Lakes Region General Hospital $1,000.00 
for the Huggins Hospital 1,000.00 
for the Carroll Community Services Inc. 525.00 
for the Ambulance Service 3,000.00 
for the Health Officer 100.00

ARTICLE 7 Ona motion of Henry Nolan, 2nd by Russell Lamprey voted 
to raise and appropriate for concerts to be provided by the Centre 
Harbor Band the sum of $500.00. 


ARTICLE 8 Ona motion of Robert Lamprey, 2nd by Russell Lamprey 
voted to pass the Article. 


ARTICLE 9 Ona motion of Benjamin Ayers, 2nd by Lawrence Porter 
voted to raise and appropriate for the Control of White Pine Blister 
Rust the sum of $50.00. 


ARTICLE 10 Ona motion of Steve Tronec, 2nd by Ralph Carrasco voted to 
raise the price of plowing and sanding driveways to $20.00 (twenty- 
dollars) per season. 


ARTICLE 11 Ona motion of John Dodge, 2nd by Leonard Smart voted to 
allow the Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy Tax Collector as provided 
for in R.S.A. 41:38. 


ARTICLE 12 Ona motion of Thomas Simms, 2nd by Richard Wakefield 
voted to approve a grant of easement to William Clark on the Town 
land located next to Robbins Store for the purpose of installing and 
maintaining a water line. The waterline is to go from the lake to 
laundry and tenements owned by Clark situated on Town land. 


ARTICLE 13 On a motion of Steve Tronec, 2nd by Lee Huston voted to 
enter into a contract with John E. O’Donnell and Associates to provide 
a property tax map for the Town of Moultonboro at a price not to ex- 
ceed $24,000.00 (twenty-four thousand dollars). On a motion of Lauris 
Avery, 2nd by Richard Wakefield voted to raise and appropriate to 
provide a property tax map the sum of $24,000.00. to be paid in two 
installments $12,000.00 in 1972 and the balance of $12,000.00 in 1973. 
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ARTICLE 14 Ona motion of Lynn Vachon, 2nd by Lawrence Porter voted 
to discontinue that portion of the Sheridan Road abandoned by 
relocation. Said discontinued section to become property of abutting 
owners. Namely, Jones, Smith and Valliere. 


ARTICLE 15 On a motion of Frank Nedeau, 2nd by Russell Lamprey 
voted to authorize the selectmen to appoint a committee of 8 to study 
the feasibility on one Road Agent. Said committee to bring in their 
report to the Selectmen by June of 1972. 


ARtICLE 16 On a motion of John Dunlap, 2nd by Horace Richardson 
voted to accept as Town Road the Castle Shores Road leading from 
State’s Landing Road to the Black Road. On a motion of David Ham- 
mond, 2nd by Lauris Avery voted to accept the Castle Shores Road as 
Town Road after the Selectmen investigate that the road to be free of 
all Legal Technicalities before the Town accepts, if there is a 50 foot 
Right of Way. : 


ARTICLE 17 Ona motion of Ralph Carrasco, 2nd by Fred Snow voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to enter into a contract with Kemp-Symonds 
Ambulance Service to guarantee Ambulance Service for the Town for 
one year (April ist, 1972 to March 31, 1973) and voted to raise and 
appropriate for the same purpose the sum of three thousand dollars - 
$3,000.00. 


ARTICLE 18 Ona motion of Henry Nolan, 2nd by Lynn Vachon voted to 
raise and appropriate to purchase a new Fire Truck and in order to 
provide sum for same, to empower the Selectmen to borrow the sum 
necessary and to issue Serial Notes or Bonds in the name and on the 
credit of the Town, and to fix the time and place of payment, the rate of 
interest, terms and maturities and provide tor the sale thereof, all in 
accordance with N.H. Revised Statutes Annotated 1955, Chapter 33, 
known as the ‘“‘Municipal Finance Act’”’ and any amendments applied 
thereto. The sum of (thirty-five thousand dollars) $35,000.00 


ARTICLE 19 Ona motion of David Hammond, 2nd by Murray Nickerson 
voted to have the same committee of (8) that was appointed by the 
Selectmen make a study as to the feasibility of establishing a Public 
Works Dept. and report by June of 1972 to the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 20 Ona motion of Richard Vappi, 2nd by Lynn Vachon voted to 
pass the Article. 


ARTICLE 21 On a motion of David Hammond, 2nd by John McQuade 
voted to pass the Article. 


ARTICLE 22 Ona motion of Richard Vappi, 2nd by Fred Snow voted to 
raise and approve for salary increase for the Town Treasurer, Harold 
Mohr, the sum of (two hundred and fifty dollars) $250.00. 


On a motion of Robert Hammond, 2nd by Richard Vappi voted to 
raise and approve for salary increase for the Chief of Police the sum of 
(one thousand dollars) $1,000.00. 
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On a motion of Joel White, 2nd by Robert Hammond voted to raise 
and appropriate an increase for Parks and Playgrounds the sum of 
(one thousand dollars) $1,000.00. 


On a motion of Fred Snow, 2nd by Henry Nolan voted to accept the 
budget as amended not to exceed the sum of $301,999.84.

Town Warrant for 1973 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Moultonboro, in the County of 
Carroll, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Moultonboro Central School in 
said Moultonboro on Tuesday, the 6th day of March 1973, at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon to act upon Article 1 of this Warrant. 


Article 2 and the remaining articles of the Warrant to be taken up at 
8:00 P.M. The Polls will not close before 8:00 P.M. 


1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Treasurer, Clerk, Tax 
Collector, one or more, not exceeding two Highway Agents, one Selectman 
for three years, one Trustee of the Trust Funds for Three Years, and such 
other officers and agents as the voters may deem necessary. 


2. Toraise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary 
to repair Highways and Bridges in said Town. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,048.55 for Town Road Aid. 


4. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes for the current year maintenance and 
operation expenses, and that the Selectmen be authorized to issue notes 
therefor, which notes are to be paid out of the tax receipts of the current 
year as provided by Acts of 1953, Chapter 259 and any amendments 
thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a 2 percent discount on taxes 
paid in full up to fifteen days after the issue of the tax bills by the Collector. 


6. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the Lakes Region General Hospital, the Huggins Hospital 
and the Carroll County Community Services, Inc. 
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7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 for concerts to be provided by the Center Harbor Band. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,283.45, which is 1-100 of one percent of the assessed valuation of the 
Town, to the Lakes Region Association for the purpose of publicizing and 
promoting the natural advantages and resources of the Town, in 
cooperation with other towns in the Lakes Region. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Moultonboro Planning 


Board to bring before the voters of Moultonboro a proposed zoning or- 
dinance. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter 
into a contract with the Kemp-Symonds Ambulance Service to guarantee 
ambulance service for the Town for one year (April 1, 1973 to March 31, 
1974) and raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 (Three Thousand) 
dollars for this purpose. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint 
a Study group, to work in conjunction with the Selectmen, to investigate 
the possibilities of using the land in back of the Central Fire Station, or 
possibly some other site, as a location for a recreational building and other 
facilities, for the youth of our community. Said group to present a working 
plan for this project, if feasible, at the Town Meeting in March 1974. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to set the minimum wage paid to 
Town employees at $2.25 per hour and set the salary of the Selectmen at 
$1,000.00 per year after the first year. The first year salary to be $700.00. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3, 150.00 for the Fire Department to be used to purchase 4”’ hose. 


14. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum, not to 
exceed Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) for a Power Grader and authorize the 
withdrawal of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) for this purpose from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972. The remainder necessary for the purchase of 
the Power Grader to be from funds provided by empowering the Select- 
men to borrow the sum necessary and to issue Serial Notes or Bonds in the 
name and on the credit of the Town and to fix the time and place of 
payment, the rate of interest, terms and maturities and provide for the 
sale thereof, all in accordance with N.H. Revised Statutes Annotated 1955, 
Chapter 33, known as the ‘‘Municipal Finance Act,”’ and any amendments 
applicable thereto. 


15. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum, not to 
exceed $15,000 to construct a Highway Department Building on town land 
at Greene’s Corner and authorize the withdrawal of this sum from the 
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Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to employ one Road Agent only, after 
the regular Town Meeting in March 1974. Said Road Agent to act mainly as 
Administrator of highway work and to be paid an annual salary rather 
than an hourly wage. Said salary to be paid on a weekly basis. 


17. If the vote on Article 16 is in the affirmative, shall the Town vote 
to elect the Road Agent as is presently done, or vote to have the Road 
Agent appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 


18. To see if the Town of Moultonboro will vote to designate the entire 
lengths of Glidden Road (From Route 25 to the dead end of Glidden), Red 
Hill Road (from Route 25 to Bean Road) and Sibley Farm Road (from 
Bean Road to Red Hill Road) as Scenic under the provisions of R.S.A. 
253:17 and 18, for the purposes of protecting and enhancing the scenic 
beauty of Moultonboro, and further, that the Selectmen shall, regarding 
such road or roads designated as scenic, file the appropriate request for 
suspension of specifications when making application to the Com- 
missioner of Public Works and Highways for Town Road Aid funds under 
R.S.A. 241:7, 1. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the plowing and 
sanding of all private roads and driveways. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to approve the Budget as printed in 
the Town Report, subject to any changes made at this meeting. 


21. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

Summer Recreation Committee Report 


At our Town Meeting on March 1972, voters supplemented the 
Recreation Appropriation with monies for a children’s summer 
playground program. In accord, the Selectmen of Moultonboro appointed 
a committee of three to plan and implement a program, utilizing such 
talent and facilities that could become available to the Town for the 
summer of 1972. : 


The question of facilities was generously answered through the offices 
of our Governor Wentworth Regional School District, who made available 
the Moultonboro School playground, bathroom facilities, and gymnasium 
for the children’s use. 


A week’s effort on the part of volunteers succeeded in adequately 
preparing the playground for use, and the committee scheduled ac- 
cordingly. 


It was decided to proceed with a modest eight week program of ac- 
tivities supervised by volunteers, encompassing as many games, sports, 
physical skills and outside trips of interest to children eight to fourteen 
years of age. 


The base of the program was generated from the response of thirty 
(30) parents to a general questionnaire forwarded in late June, the con- 
dition of the playground and the availability of equipment. 


Pre-registration, and registration throughout the summer, resulted in 
sixty one (61) children joining the program. Interest was equally divided 
between children of residents, summer residents and their guests. Actual 
attendance averaged twenty (20) children at any given day of activity. 


Each Wednesday evening, and Saturday morning, the children met at 
the school playground for two hours of activity. Enjoyed by all were 
spirited games of football, soccer, softball, rope climbing and the con- 
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cluding schedule of Junior Olympics games. Day trips to Red Hill, Mount 
Eisenhower and White Lake were thoroughly enjoyed by all. 


The committee believes the modest success of the ’72 program 
revolved around the natural enthusiasm of the children who participated. 
Obvious to all who observed, the summer of ’73 could afford a sound 
program of greater scope, involving many more children, if adequate pre- 
planning centered on a modest budget were instituted well before summer 
is upon us. 


The children and committee wish to publicly acknowledge their sin- 
cere appreciation to those who generously gave their time and effort. 


In particular, we thank our School Committee Representative, Mrs. 
Russell (Pat) Lamprey, whose daily presence and initiative assured us 
the use of our school facilities when (and often) required. Also, our sincere 
thanks to John De Angelus, Lauris Avery, Richard Plaisted, Norman 
Gruner, William Brady and Larry Bowyer, among many others.

During 1971-72, our town’s Visiting Nurse Service has doubled the 
number of patients seen. A total of 455 patients visits have been made for 
which patients are charged a maximum of $6.00 per visit. 


We have maintained the Visiting Nurse Service as a half-time 
organization, Monday thru Friday 8-12 noon and have met all emergency 
requests with our original fine staff.

Thanks to donations and contributions of our townspeople and their 
organizations, the office at the Town Office Building now boasts two desks 
and chairs, a four drawer locked file cabinet, an electric typewriter and a 
dictaphone. 


The Board continues to work to provide strength and structure for the 
Visiting Nurse Service. Mrs. Dot Nickerson and Mrs. Shirley Rollins are 
the two new members who replaced Mrs. Beverly Person and Miss Dencie 
Ward. Mrs. Velma Hodgkins continues as our community member. The 
Medical Advisory Committee with the Board expect to complete con- 
structing evaluations for the nurses and the clerk this year. 


As for the future, The Visiting Nurse Service averages two or more 
visits per day, which shows a need for the service. We are getting more 
referrals from other agencies and state is turning over many cases to our 
agency and others. Eventually, as our township grows, we should grow 
into a full-time service functioning with the same pride we have felt in our 


half-time service.

Report of the Visiting Nurse 


Annual Report 1972 


1972 was a very busy and interesting year. The Visiting Nurse Service 
consists of two registered nurses, one part time nurse and one 
replacement nurse. The Service exists to give health guidance; to in- 
vestigate reports of need and neglect; to make pertinent referrals to other 
agencies; to visit new mothers; to give home nursing care; to maintain 
immunization schedules and to institute clinics when needed. In addition, 
the services of a physical therapist are available when needed, although 
this is not a routine part of the service activities. 


Some of our older citizens have entered nursing homes because they 
required more extensive care than that available through the nursing 
service. In this, they were assisted by the Service. Other forms of 
assistance were obtained from referrals to the State Department of Health 
and welfare, the Cancer Commission, the Carroll County Mental Health 
Service, the Cancer Society, and the State Department of Maternal and 
Child Health. 


We wish to take this opportunity to encourage many more persons who 
can and should take advantage of these many methods of assistance which 
are available through your Visiting Nurse Service, upon the reverral or 
request of your personal physician. 


During the Spring, we had a successful series of three immunization 
clinics sponsored by the State Department of Health. These clinics suc- 
ceeded with assistance from Aleksander Ratsep, M.D.; Miss Dencie 
Ward, R. N., State Public Health Nurse; and many fine volunteers. 
Twenty-six pre-school and school children received necessary vaccines 
that were supplied by the State of New Hampshire. Total of 39 im- 
munizations were given. 


The Service made 455 home and office visits during the year. In ad- 
dition, there were 164 consultations and conferences with various doctors, 
nurses and social workers. Members of the Service attended twelve (12) 
meetings in Concord or area towns on topics of continuing educations for 
the Service nurses and on services available to the townspeople. The 
Visiting Nurse Service also presented talks to the Moultonboro Woman’s 
Club and the Inter-Lakes High School Health class on the functions of a 
visiting nurse service. 


The Visiting Nurse Service wishes to take this opportunity to thank all 
of the cooperating physicians; the Nursing Service Board of Directors; the 
Service Advisory Board; the Lions Club of Moultonboro for contributing 
hospital supplies; the HELP organization for human services; and all of 
the unmentioned individuals who have contributed their time and talents 
which have made our Service as successful as it is in the short time of its 
institution.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


Lest We Forget - It Can Happen Here 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, 
Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of the Select- 
men and the State’s District Forest Fire Chief is responsible for fire 
suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally with the 
town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and careless fires, 
which are charged to the responsible party. The State further provides fire 
detection services, prevention programs, fire training for town wardens 
and crews, and back up equipment for fire suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls all 
outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any person 
wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with snow must 
obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest Fire Warden. No 
permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. and5:00 P.M. unless it is 
raining, except for commercial purposes. 


Please be careful when using fires, remember it can be an extremely 
useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild it can become a 
disastrous and devastating force. Only you can prevent a forest fire.
